Washington, May 9.—(Specia!.)—The 
Senate has at last confirmed the nomina- 
tion of Harry Edwards to be postmaster 
at Macon. This action was taken at the 
executive session this afternoon, the case 
being called up and put through by Sena- 
tor Bacon. 

This brings an end to a contest which 
has had some peculiar phases. The 
S0ns for Senator Bacon finally giving his 
Support to Mr, Edwards have been stated 
at length itn The Constitution, but even 
after he had expressed his desire to see 
confirmation expedited, there seemed no 
end of obstacles in the way of prompt 
action. It developed today that but for 
Senator Bacon’s activity in behalf of Mr. 
Edwards his confirmation would undoubt- 
edly have been held up until] after ad- 
journment of the session, and then the 
strongest kind of pressure would have 
been brought to bear by Colonel Lwke 
and his friends to prevent: Edwards being 
reappointed. These republicans claimed 
they couid accomplish this. 

While Colone] Locke was here he pre- 
sented the matter to a number of republ.- 
‘in senators from his standpoint and suc- 
ceeded in interesting several of them, 
Senator Penrose, of Pennsylvania, in par- 
ticular. The fact that Locke had been 
chosen a delegate to the Philadelphia con- 
Vention and was supported by a number 
of other delegates to the convention seem- 
ed to appeal] to Senator Penrose and yes- 
terday, when the report of. the committee 
Was submitted by Senator Kenny, he in- 
dicated that he would oppose confirma- 
tion. Today, however, when Senator Ba- 
Con called the case up, the Pennsylvania 
senator found that there was no chance 
for success in hig desire to prevent confir- 
Mation and was quiescent. The resuit 
Was prompt comfirmation. 

Delay on Canal Bill. 

Senator Morgan was much put out to- 
day by the failure of the committee on 
interoceanic canas to report the canal 
bill to the senate.

In the meantime the delegates and alter- 
nates had been filing steadily into the 
hall and seeking the chairs around the 
staffs were the names of 
their respective states. The arrange- 
ments were perfect and the seating was 
done without the slightest evidence of 
confusion. All the delegations entered 
quietiy, with the exception of those from 
Minnesota and Nebraska, both of which 
evoked much applause as they came 
marching down the alsles. The Minneso- 
ta men carried banners and a large shield 
upon which was inscribed: 
Towne.” A large number of the dele- 
gates carried tin horns and made their 
presence manifest by ear splittting toots. 

The Nebraska men, by all odds the 
largest delegation in the convention, hav- 
ing all the alternates present, came in 
close on the heels of the Minnesota men. 
They also carried flags and waved them 
vigorously as they entered, Their arrival 


was greeted with cheers. 
After the band of the Fifty-first Iowa 


infantry, which occupied a stand at the 
west end of the tent, had rendered a pa- 
triotic selection, Chairman Butler ad- 
vanced to the edge of his table and 
brought down his gavel three times and 
said: 

“Before entering upon the regular busi- 
ness of the convention we will listen to 
a prayer by Bishop O’Gorman.” 

The bishop, a tall man of athletic build, 
came slowly forward, holding a roll of 
paper in his hand. From it he read his 
invocation, which was short, well €x- 
pressed and apt. He concluded as fol- 
lows: 

“Let thy prudence guide them in their 
work upon which the whole people will 
be cal'ed to give a verdict that ehall be, 
we trust, thine own.”’ 

At the conclusion of Bishop O’Gorman’'s 
prayer Chairman Butler, who had re- 
mained standing throughout the ‘invoca- 
tion, called on Secretary Edgerton to 
read the call for the convention. When 
Secretary Edgerton had concluded 
reading the band played a medley of pa- 
triotic airs. Cheers and waving of flags 
by the delegates in response 
"The Red, _White and Blue” and 
“Yankee Doodle,”’ almost drowned 
the sound of the music. When 
the band struck up ‘Dixie’ a perfect 
roar of applause went up, but when in

EPISCOPAL STATE CONVENTION. 


Bishop Nelson Reads His Annual Ad- 
dress—Yesterday’s Proceedings. 

Albany, Ga., May 9.—(Special.)—The sev- 
enty-eighth annual convention of the 
Protestant Episcopal church of the dio- 
cese of Georgia is now in session in St. 
Paul's church. Albany, having assembled 
a few minutes after noon today. A large 
audience witnessed the primary opening 
exercises this morning and heard the an- 
nual address of Bishop C. K. Nelson, who 
also conducted the devotional exercises. 

Bishop Nelson read his unnual address, 
which covered, in a full and comprehen- 
sive manner. the work of the church in 
the diocese during the past year. It was 
largely statistical, referring to financial 
matters. the state of home tnd fcreign 
missions, the status of the several insti- 
tutions of the diocese and other affairs 
of a similar nature. It contained a num- 
ber of recommendations intended to bet- 
ter the condition of the church in Geor- 
gia. 

After the roll call of clergymen and lay 
delegates, Bishop Nelson announced an 
adjournment of fifteen minutes, after 
which, at 12 o’clock, the conyention was 
formally organized. Most of the busi- 
ness thus far transacted has been of a 
routine nature, though at this afterncon’s 
session some important matters were dis- 
posed of. Athens was selected as the 
next place of meeting and the second 
Wednesday in May was named ses the 
Gate.

PERPETRATORS ARE ‘HOT KNOWN 


A Number of Shots Were Fired and 
General Disorder Was Created 
Among the Strikers at 
a Late Hour Last 
Night. 


St. Louis, May 9.—The second day of 
the great street railway strike was as 
quiet and uneventful as the first was 
turbulent and riotous. The St. Louis 
Transit Company made no effort to run 
cars and the St Louis and Suburban 
made none until late in the afternoon 
when, with police massed along the line 
and a detachment on each car, it suc- 
ceeded in getting a number through. Far 
from relieving the situation, however, this 
demonstration had nd further effect than 
to show that by massing their forces 
On a single line, the police could keep 
that line open. 

Both sides expressed full confidence in 
the outcome, 

The police for the first time since the 
strike began showed some appreciation 
of the situation, and by keeping the 
crowds moving, prevented a repetition of 
the riotous demonstrations of the pr3vious 
day. 

A meeting of prominent citizens assured 
Mayor Zeingenheim of their hearty co- 
operation in all he might do to preserve 
peace and secure a settlement of the 
strike. The citizens then went to the 
Four Courts, where the police board was 
in session. The same representations 
were made to the board and the delogation 
asked that efforts be made to preserve 
order. They were assurred that the 
board was doing all in {ts power, and 
during the conference the plan of mass- 
ing the entire force of the city upon a 
single line Was suggested. This plan was 
later put inte effect with some success. 
Another law and order meeting was held 
at the Mercantile Club at 4 o’tlock. 

Mayor Zeingenhein hadissueda procla- 
mation calling upon the people to rre- 
serve order and avoid wzathering on the 
streets. 

The presidents of both the street ra!l- 
way companies addressed communiza- 
tions to the board asking for protection, 
and the men who were managine the 
strike, issued a statement outlining their 
position. 

The operation of cars on the suirbur- 
ban system under a police guard was 
decided upon at noon, and the cars began 
to leave the Dehodiamont terminus at 3 
o'clock, Along the line hundreds of of- 
ficers, both mounted and on foot were 
stationed, and for an hour previous to the 
time set for opening the line they were 
constantly engaged keeping the crowds 
moving. No effort was made t@ prevent 
the cars from passing and by ‘he<time 
half a dozen cars had passed the crowds

As an encore they sang the “‘Star Span- 
gled Banner.”’ 

Amid applause Senator Butler intro- 
duced Governor Lee, of South Dakota, 
who on behalf of his state welcomed the 
convention to South Dakota. 

Governor Lee was given close attention 
and was frequently interrupted by ap- 
plause, his reference to ‘‘the splendid he- 
roism of the South Africa republics,” be- 
ginning a burst of cheers. His allusion 
to W. J. Bryan, however, the first time 
his name had been pronounced, brought 
the delegates to their feet in a hurry un- 
der cheers and waving of flags, some en- 
thusiastic delegates climbing on their 
chairs to voice their approval. 

“I again welcomegyou to South Dakota, 
the Kansas of the new revolution,” he 
said in this connection, amid laughter 
and applause, 

When the governor sat down a Kansas 
delegate proposed three cheers for the 
governor of South Dakota and they were 
given with a will, 

Senator Butler responddd for the con- 
vention. 

When Chairman Butler touched upon 
the meeting of the middle-of-the-road pop- 
ulists in Cincinnati a voice came from 
the body of delegates: ‘“‘How about Mark 
Hanna?” 

“I am afraid he is there, also,” replied 
the chairman, evoking laughter and 
cheers. 

At the conclusion of his address, Chair- 
man Butler. {n a short address, intro- 
duced the temporary chairman of the con- 
vention. P. M. Ringdale, of Minnesota. 


‘Mr. Ringdale received a vociferous wel- 


come, the Minnesota delegation in partic- 
ular cheering lustily and giving blasts 
of enthusiasm with horns. 

As Chairman Rifhgdale ceased his 
speech there were cries of “Pettigrew!

' Hon. John Temple Graves Speaks for 


Separation of the Races as the 
Only Solution of the Prob- 
lem—Other Speeches 
Made, 


Montgomery, May 9.—So far as attend- 
ance and interest {s concerned, the first 
meeting of the society for promotion of 
_ the study of the race conditions and prob- 
lems in the south has been a success. 

The aditorium has been well filled and 
careful attention has been given every 
speaker. Every one seems to appreciate 
the {nformation of the subjects discussed 
and every idea advanced has been care- 
fully considered by all those present. 

Election of Officers. 

At a meeting of the society this after- 
noon for permanent organization, Hon. 
H. A. Herbert was unanimously elected 
president with the foliowing vice presi- 
dents:

John Temple Graves. 

He was followed by Hon. John Temple 
Graves, who argued for separation of the 
races in distant localities as the cure for 


existing evils. Mr. Graves said in part: 
For twenty years I have been in constant 
protest against the complacent assertion that 
there was no race question in the south. Men 
of power and influence in my own and other 
states—politicians of prominence, skimming the 
surface of events—have soothed us with the 
assurance that there was no problem and 
that time and patience and folded hands would 
settle these great questions in the perfect way.

The issue of races is not peculiar to America. 
It is the problem of the Anglo-Saxon peoples. 
It burns in India, in Africa and in America. 

Nor is it a problem peculiar to these modern 
lines. It is as ancient as the history of man. 
The Almighty reached down and solved it for 
the Egyptians in the model way when he led 
the captive Jews across the Red sea to the 
promised land. ‘The patriarchs who were near- 
est to Omnipotence followed the divine exam- 
ple, and Abraham and Lot parted in peace—one 
for the land of Canan and the other for the 
well-watered plains of Jordan. Greece and 
Rome and the Asiatic empires solved their 
racial problems in a human fashion, by the 
red edge of the sword. The early Britons fell 
in another human plan by extermination. The 
British empire of today boldly proclaims the 
absolute supremacy of the superior race and 
ipv,000 white Englishmen lord it with ab-% 
skinned Aryans—the fellow servants of their 
Christian queen. 


God’s Plan of Solution. 


Man’s views may differ and man’s solutions 
vary, but I call you to witness that on the 
one occasion, in which the skies were opened 
for light upon the problem of wrangling races, 
that the Lord God Almighty led the way 
through seas of difficulty to the definite end cf 
separation. 

And if we today shall bow our minds as we 
bow our heads to the invocation of the chap- 
lain and follow the ascription that looks for 
heavenly guidance, we have the plain example 
and the perfect way.

“Will the white man permit the negro to 
have an equal part in the industrial, political, 
social and civil advantages of the United 
States? This, as I understand it, is the prob- 
lem.’”’ 

These words come from a negromthe wisest, 
the most thoughtful and the most eloquent 
negro of his time—as discreet as Washington, 
a deeper thinker and a much more eloquent 
man. But for one hour or the Atlanta expo- 
sition Council would stand today where Wash- 
ington stands—as the recognized leader of his 
race, 

This question, asked by Council, as the delib- 
erate representative of his people, is the core 
of the race question. I adopt it as my own 
and I ask that question here today. 


The Answer. 


The answer to it is in every white man's 
heart, even if it does mot lie openly on every 
white man’s lips. It may be expressed in diplo- 
macy; it may be veiled in indirection; it may 
be softened in philanthropy; it may be guarded 
in politic utterance, and oftenest of all it is 
restrained by ultra conservatism and personal 
timidity. But, wherever the answer to this 
vital question comes, stripped of verbiage 
and indirection, it rings Ike a martial bugle 
in the single syllable—""no! E 
we = . 


Mr. President, if I forecast the trend of the 
discussions which will follow, I foresee. three 
remedies which will be offered to heal the 
issues of the race: The repeal of the fifteenth 
amendment, a.restricted ballot and industrial 
education for the negro. 

If the fifteenth amendment be repealed you 
may be sure that it will never be re-enacted 
in nation or in state.

I discuss the question almost 
nightly with representative audiences north 
and south in a freedom, a fullness and a recip- 
rocal candor which few newspapers or indi- 
viduals have pursued. And I do not hesitate 
to say that at this time and in this Nght, I 
would be willing, without reserve, to submit 
the question and the south’s position on this 
great problem to the judgment and justice

Who Spoke Against the Method of Restricting the Ballot to Exclude 
the Negro. 


o was the American mistake of the 
century. It is best recognized by thosee who 
did it, and the number of those who indorse 
it would not materially increase the population 
of this beautiful capital of Alabama. Let the 
fifteenth amendment be repealed, and it will 
remain substantially repealed. It means purely 
and simply the disfranchisement of the negro. 
And this, indeed, will solve the problem—not 
honorably, not kindly, not wisely, but it will 
cut the core from the contention and leave 
the republic at peace. This is not my plan 

If the remedy be a restricted ballot, it will 
not heal the malady. A restricted ballot must 
be just and equitable. If it be evenly adjusted 
it will disfranchise white men as it will dis- 
franchise the negro. And there will be conflict 
here. If it eliminates the lower element eof 
negroes, it simply carries race antagonism to a 
higher plane, and the very process of elimina- 
tion will advance the caliber, the self-respect 
and inevitable and self-assertion of the darker 
race. And there is certain conflict here. 

Industrial education will not solve, but com- 
plicate the problem. Will industrial education 
raise the mora] status of the negro when the 
academy and the classic scnool 
Will the education of the hand produce a higher 
type of citizens than the education of the 
mind? 

Industrial education is moving faster among 
the white race than with the negro. The 
supply of skilled labor from the white rank 
will be equal to:every demand of the times. 
Carry every theory of Booker Washington to 
{ts full and perfect consummation, and you only 
make a new and deadlier competition between 
antagonistic races. The conflict heretofore has 
been social and political. You will carry it 
then to the material things. From the intangl- 
ble things of pride and aspiration you transport 
it to the realm of the bread-winner, and you 
make the struggle flercer in the material jeal- 
ousies of trade. The battle of the loaf will be 
the deadliest battle of the races. When the 
‘‘tnegro makes what the white man needs,’’ and 
the white man makes what the white man 
needs, the Waterloo of competition for the ne- 
gro is at hand, and not Napoleon himself can 
save the negro from the rout and destru~«- 
tion which must follow the clash of his pow- 
ers with the invincible industrial race of the 
world. The whole theory tco of this last so- 
lution rests upon the flimsy basis that the negro 
will supinely consent to ignore politics, to 
disclaim social equality, to surrender at your 
bidding the inestimable rights which are his 
by the constitution, and giving over at your 
call the social aspirations which are inherent 
and inborn, will, in a mere slavish spirit of 
acquiescence sink into the inferiority to which 
you carefully invite him. 

Pardon me, gentlemen, but this seems to me 
the baseless fabric of a dream. 


The Permanent Solution.

Separation is the logical, the inevitable, the 
only way. No other proposed solution will 
stand the test of logic and experiment 

For no statute will permanently solve this 
problem. No anodyne of law, no counter-irri- 
tant of legislation will quiet it longer than the 
hour of its application. The evil is in the 
blood of races, the disease is in the bones and 


‘the marrow and the skin of antagonistic peo- 


les. 

Religion does not solve the problem, for the 
Christ spirit will not be all pervasive until 
the millenial dawn. 

Education complicates the problem. Every year 
of enlightenment increases the negro’s appre- 
hension of his position cf his merit and attain- 
ment, and of the inconsistency between hfs real 
and his constitutional status in the republic. 
Education brings perception, and ambition fol- 
lows, with aggressive assertion against the tron 
walls of a prejudice that has never yielded and 
will never yield. The conflict is irrepressible 
and inevitable. 

Time complicates the problem by giving in- 
creasing numbers and additional provocation 

the negro, and increasing danger to the 
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and kindliness of the great majority of our 
brethren in the north. 
I believe that beyond the politicians, the 
whole mass of the southern people will indorse 
he idea of separation. 
I balleve that all the thinkers and the bulk 
of the followers of the negro race indorse the 
idea. Turner is its prophet, Council its mighty 
advocate, Taylor its evangel, Blyden its his- 


torian. 

The representatives of 10,000 negroes in 
Kansas ask for it. Two conferences of the 
African Methodist church, representing a half 
million southern negroes, ask for it. The south 
is sprinkled thick with negro societies organ- 
ized to promote it, and I have more than 
casual reason to believe that the solid judg- 
ment which rests behind the beneficent exper- 
iment of Booker Washington teaches him that 
neither ‘worth, nor merit, nor achievement wiil 
ever bridge the impossible barrier of race 
prejudice, and that when the last arrow of his 
noble effort has been shot it must come to this 
at last. 

There is not a hope in fact or reason for the 
negro outside of separation. 

There is no peace, no purity, no tranquil 
development, no durable agricultural prosperity, 
and no moral growth for the white race out- 
Side of separation. 


Ex-Governor MacCorkle Speaks. 

The last morning speaker was ex-Gov- 
ernor MacCorkle, of West Virginia. 
Among other things, he said: 


Appreciating the importance of this great 
question to our country, ahd well recognizing 
my poverty of experience and ability, I ap- 
proach the discussion of this question with 
that diffidence born of a desire that no spirit 
except of love of my country shall guide my 
Statements and direct my thoughts. On the 
threshold I pray to the good God of our peo- 
ple that we may reason with each other in a 
spirit of calmness which will lead us to that 
high plane where we cai put away all feelings 
less holy than the love of country and from 
the sublime heights of true patriotism lovok 
down on every unworthy ambition. 

The settlement of the race question, In the 
present acute condition of the public mini, 
will take its true direction within the next few 
years, and the south d2serves to have the true 
expression and the honest action of her gons, 
unclouded ard unbiased by personal ambition 
or untrammeled by partisan com na... 

Surely it will take all of our strength to 
close rightly the only question which has kept 
apart the people of this mighty republic anl 
which has given anxious thought to those who 
lcok toward our land for the blessed realiza- 
tion of a government by the people. Only in 
a spirit of compromise, as exemplified by the 
fathers, who gave up cherished convictions that 
all might meet on a plan on.which a govern- 
ment co.ld be inaugurated and successfully 
conducted can we today succeed.

Men desiring to grasp unconstitutional -power 
heed little the cry of @ people that any infrac- 
tion of that great instrument by them was 
caused by the overweening necessity of pre- 
serving their civilzation from ¢Cestruction. At 
this transition period of the world’s history 
the coaservative forces of the country should be 
on their guard to save the republic from any 
impairment of its furdamental principles. The 
times are surely propitious for such injury ta 
our governing principle and the example of its 
infraction too recent to brook denial.

Now, sir, the fifteenth amendment to the 
constitution is as mtch @ part and parcel cf 
the organic law governing this country as any 
section of the constitution. Whether wisely or 
not this amendment was ratified I will not dis- 
cuss, but under its provisions the negro has 
with you and me an equal right to exercise 
the franchise. lf we @re an honest and consti- 
tution loving people we will give him his 
constitutional right. His privilege of franchise 
is as sacred as ours and should be as sacredly 
guarded. This is the only principle which 
should animate a fre? republic and upon which 
its continued existence can, be predicated. I 
challenge any transgression whatsoever without 
ultimate -nd grievous hurt to the constitution 
and as grave injury to the white man as to 
the black. 


The first demand of this induStrial regenera- 
tion is the absolute settlement of political com- 
plexities. This demand is as absolute and cer- 
tain as any condition which ever touched a 
commercial and industrial existence. Then 
arises e crucial question, how can we re- 
move our political coriplexities, give the negro 
his franchise and preserve the constitution and 
at the same time not imperil our civilization? I 
reply that it seems to me by far the best to 
adopt an honest and inflexible educational and 
property basis administered fairly from black 
and white. 

I crave your indulgence for a short time 
whilst I discuss this idea of an educational and 
property franchise, not in any detail, but in 
some of its higher and more general aspects. 
It appeals to the elements most needed in 
g00d citizenship. It will cultivate the desire 
for the acquisition of property and of educa- 
tion, and while attaining these two great ends 
of good government it will accomplish the 
immediate settling and composing of our anom- 
alous system of franchise. Ali of us hail the 
day of highest intelligence in those who control 
the government. Ignorance is the bottom of 
our woe. With the negro made intelligent 
is no longer dangerous to the state. He 
no longer prey to the demegogue. With this 
System walks education with its uplifting and 
splendid effect upon the people. 

The objection has been strenuously made 
against the adoption of a fair franchise svstem 
that we cannot safely proceed in the change. 
Is this a fair objection? Will the civilization of 
the south be affected or impaired? Will the ne- 
gro vote overwhelm that of the white? Is there 
necessity for the appeal to the law of the higher 
defense? An Investigaticn of the status of the 
franchise shows that after the adoption of an 
intelligence and property basis the politica! con- 
trol of the south will be entirely under the 
Comination of the white man. A fair intelli- 
gence basis will practically do so. An in- 
telligence and property basis will give numer- 
ical control to the white man emtirely in 
State, congressional district and with 
only few exceptions every county in the south. 
There is no shadow of suspicion that this fair 
franchise amendment will aain “give the 
negroes control of the south. Day by aav even 
the spectre of such contention disappears before 
the industrial growth of the touth. Within the 
last few years from every county is seen the 


roads, itn the streets of our cities, over our 
once quiet fields is heard the tramp of the 
thousands of feet of those coming among us 
for the occupation of their lives. Further, the 
white man is increasing in a far greater ratio 
than the negro.

The three states of the south in which the 
negro clement is In greater strength are South 
Carolina, Mississippi and Loutsiana. If, by 
restricting suffrage in these states to the Ht- 
erate or to the property holders, or to the 
literate and property holders, it would leave 
the whites in numerical majority, such restric- 
tion in other states would certainly have a 
timilar effect. 

First, then, as to the matter of property 
holding, I find that the owners of farms anda 
homes in the three states in question are as 
follows:

From the above it is seen that if the suffrage 
were restricted to those owning their farms 
or homes, the whites of South Carolina would 
outnumber the colored two to cne; ofMississippi 
nearly four to one, and of Louisiana three and 
one-half to one. 

The next question !s on the matter of iI- 
literacy, and here I present the following table, 
showing the total males and the illiterates over 
twenty years of age:

If it 1s true that our first duty is the pre- 
eervation of the civilization of the south upon 
the lines of our race, then this franchise pro- 
vision does so upon the firm basis of justice and 
fairness. Then, sir, should we remain longer 
chained to the past? 

Let us consider a@ most practical and po- 
reason why as Fcon as possible this or 
some other plan of settlement should be adopt- 
ed which will hurry the negro along the road 
of intelligent and settled citizenship. In this 
day of industrial and financial chenge the seuth 
in the adiustment of the commercial afairs of 
the next twenty-five years will be the chief 
"Ve can no longer devotsa ourselves to 


on the negre question. Believing in the south- 
ern leaders and trusting to their zuidance in 
the past, still with the most absolute earn- 
estness I belleve that the time for change is 
upon us. The south has other things to oc- 
cupy its attention. The great objection to the 
present system !{s that it demands our abso- 
lute attention and effectiveness +o the ex- 
clusion of al! else. We are busy. We are 
growing rich. We are the seat of great com- 
merce. Wealth is coming among us. This de- 
should have freedom of ac- 
tion to take advantage of our opportunities. 
How can we proceed on the grand march of 
industrial progress when our whole attention 
is absorbed with our inherent political com- 
@lexities? Surely this settlement must be 
made and this question goten off our hands 
so there will be nothing to distract our at- 
tention from the great question of developing 
the south _n the manner which it deserves. 
That problem behind us, how easy will it be 
for us to grasp our imperial opportunities. The 
tyranny of the solid vote to be maintained on 
the one question is the most burdensome and 
exhausting which ever afflicted a people. Let 
us now cast it off.

OSBORNE FACTION AGREE 


To Abide by the Primary Rules as 
Adopted, 


STATE COMMITTEE WILL NOT ACT 


Some Warm Speeches Made at the 
Meeting Last Night—Judge 
Twiggs Replies to Hon. Pe- 
ter Meldrim—Proceed- 
ings of Meeting. 


Savannah, Ga., May 9.—(Spectal.)—The 
Chatham county political muddle has been 
Settied and there will be no appeal to 
the state The 
borne faction, at a largely attended meet- 
ing at the theater tonight, at which some 
200 voters were while still hold- 
ing that the regulations provided for the 
primary by the county executive commit- 
tee were unfair, into the 
primary under certain conditions, which 
will be conceded by the Hartridge fac- 
tion, as was expressed at the recent ex- 
ecutive committee meeting. 

The Osborne meeting adopted a reso- 
lution tonight stating that in spite of the 
unfairness in the arrangements for the 
primary, in the interests of the party and 
party harmony they would go into the 
primary of May lth ahd advised that all 
of their candidates abide by the result of 
that primary. Their objection, as stated, 
was the fact that under the executive 
committee’s pesolution the side 
was allowed to name only one manager 
and one clerk at each box, while the 
Hartridge faction had the option of nam- 
ing more than one of each. This action 
is practically the end of the political dis- 
pute in Chatham county, and Vice Chair- 
man E,. T.. Brown will probably be ad- 
vised at once that he can call off the meet- 
ing of the state committee. 

The other feature of the primary regu- 
lations was also accepted, which is that 
Mr. T. M. Cunningham, Jr., shall act as 
referee {in connection with the purging of 
the registration lists. Mr. Cunningham 
stated today that he would not act unless 
he was advised that he would be accepta- 
ble to both factions. The action of the 
Osborne meeting tonight accepts Mr. Cun- 
ningham as referee and the purging will 
go on by the committee originally 
pointed. 

In addition to the foregoing resolution 
the Osborne meeting adopted another res- 
olution providing for a committee of 200 
to name candidate for all of the offices 
to be voted for at the primary at which 
they desire to put out candidates. This 
committee is given full power to selest 
- the candidates and to hand the names to 
the county executive committee on Sat- 
urday. The names so selected will be 
ratified by the Osborne party on Monday 
night at a meeting to be held at the the- 
ater.

One of the Horses Was Caught Under

HARDY WAS HURLED TWENTY FEET 


Others Were Th¥Own from the En- 
gine—Accident Occurred Cor- 
ner of Auburn Avenue and 
Pryor Street—Taken 
to Hospital. 


While answering a call this morning 
about 1:15 o’clock chemical engine of fire 
company No. 8 was wrecked in an exca- 
vation at the corner of Auburn avenue 
and North Pryor streets and Driver 
Robert A. Hardy was ‘hurled fifteen feet 
while one of the

The chemical was partially wrecked, 
but can be repaired at . comparatively 
small cost. 

The wreck was remarkable in many re- 
The wheels of the chemical 
struck the open car rails and the force 
of the collision threw the engine almost 
entirely around and the horse to the 
right was caught under the engine and 
his head was in an opposite direction from 
which he had been going. 

A dozen men had to take the chemical 
to pieces in order to remove it so the 
suffering horse could be released. The 
struggles of the animal were at times dis- 
tressing. 

Chief Joyner was at the wreck soon after 
the accident occurred and he aided his 
men in moving the engine and releasing 
the injured horse, after seeing that 
Driver Hardy was properly taken care of. 

Alarm Came from Box 42. 

An alarm of fire was sent in this morn- 
ing shortly after 1 o’clock from box 42, 
corner of Ivy and Decatur streets. There 
was a small blaze in a house on Collins 
street, which was quickly extinguished. 

No. 8's chemical left the house at the 
corner of Spring and Church streets and 
turned down toward Pryor to go to De- 
catur street. 

At the corner of Auburn avenue and 
North Pryor street the pavement had 
been torn up with the exception of a 
narrow space on the east side of North 
just barely wide enough for a 
to pass. Red lights were placed 
across the street, but in such position 
that it was hardly possible for any one to 
judge exactly where the street was passa- 
ble. 

On chemical No. 8 wag Driver Robert 
L. Hardy, with Assistant Chief Jacob 
Emmell on the seat with him. Stand- 
ing on the rear of ‘the engine were 
Charles Austin and Doc Allen, 

Hardy drove straight ahead, judging 
from the way the lights were placed that 
the middle of the street Was open. He 
drove right into a hole where there were 
deep excavations made by the icmoval 
of the belgian blocks, and the bare car 
rails were exposed, 

The Collision Was Severe. 

There was a sudden jolt and then with- 
out a moment's notice the men were hurl- 
ed from their places and the chemical 
was turned and twisted, with one horse 
plunging wildly and the other groaning 
under the heavy weight pressing upon 
him. That all the men were not seriously 
hurt is remarkable 

Driver Hardy wag conveyed to the 
Grady hospital where it was found that 
he had received wounds on his heau and 
back. It is belleved that he is quite se- 
riously hurt, 

The large bay horse which was hitched 
to the chemical was cut across the head. 
The gray horse, which was fastened un- 
der the wrecked engine, is belleved to be 
internally injured and may dle, 

In speaking of the accident this morn- 
ing, Chief Joyner said: 

“These street car people have never 
given me a word of notice about this ex- 
cavation. They never let me know when 
they tear up a:street. Any person would 
be likely to drive wrong the way the 
street has been left with the red lights. 
The street, aS anyone can see, is not 
passable.’”’

a collective note to President Kruger 
informing him that they will hold him 
personally responsible for the safety of 
the mines and will support England in 
enforcing compensating in the event of 
their destruction.” 

Smaldeel, Tuesday, May 8.—Yesterday 
General Hutton attempted to seize a Boer 
convoy that was leaving the Zand river. 
He advanced toward the river with 
mounted cavalry, including the Canadians. 
A long line of wagons was plainly visible. 

The Boers stopped their retreat and 
opened fire with ten guns. They seemed 
in great force, and threatened Hutton's 
flank. 

Presently mounted Boers were seen 
crossing the dry bed of the river. They 
circled to the right and began to enfilade 
the west AustraMans, while many of the 
British were hit by Boer shells. The posi- 
tion became serious. The Boers sent up 
re-enforcements, placing the Austrailans 
in danger of being c.tt off, 

Thereupon General Hutton ordered a re- 
tirement to Welgelegen, where he had left 
his own convoy. A portion of the forces 
advanced and engaged the Boers to cover 
this retirement, which was successfully 
accomplished. 

The Boers continued to shell the retir- 
ing troops, but showed no desire to press 
the attack further. 

Meanwhile the Boer trains steamed 
away northward, blowing up the culverts 
as they went.

An Old Question Bobs Up. 
The New York Journal has been 
asked a question to this effect: 


According to an article in a morning pa- 
per, written to prove that the democracy 
made the mistake of its Ife in cutting 
loose from Cleveland, “there is not now 4 
governor making any sort of pretension 
to democracy north of Virginia and east 
of the Rocky mountains.” It is also as 
serted that there are “fifty-eight, net, 


'‘new democrats’ who were shut out of 


seats in the house of representatives 
which were held by ‘old democrats’ in 
Cleveland’s time.” Are these statements 
correct? 

The answer furnished is suggestive 
of the revival of democracy from the 
“innocuous desuetude” into which’ it 
was temporarily thrown. The Journal 
states that “the governors of Delaware 
and Maryland are democrats and tha 
governors of Minnesota, Nebraska and 
South Dakota are populists, with very 
marked ‘pretensions to democracy.’ All 
these states are north of Virginia and 
east of the Rocky mountains. As to the 
house of representatives, in 1890, when 
Cleveland had no influence in the par- 
ty, the democrats elected 236 members 
out of 332; in 1892, when he Was a can- 
didate, but not in office, they elected 220 
out of 356; in 1894, when his policy was 
in full swing, they elected 104; in 1896, 
when he had been thrown out of the 
part¥.councils, but was still in office as 
a nominally democratic president, they 
elected 122, and in 1898, when he had 
become nothing but a painful reminis- 
cence, they elected 163.” 

It is in this renaissance of true de- 
mocracy that the party builds its hope 
for the future. 


FLORIDA’S ORANGE CROP

‘SENATOR DOUGLAS 


ON A ROYAL FROLIC 


Mr. William C. Morris, the well-known 
insurance.man, was exchanging reminis- 
cerices with me the other day, when some- 
thing was said abou: Stephen A. Douglas. 

In my early boyhood I saw and heard 
the “Little Giant,’’ when he spoke here in 
1360, and I gave Mr. Morris a few incidents 
connected with the occasion. 


Suddenly my Listener broke out with a 
loud laugh. 

Somewhat surprised, I paused, and wait- 
ed for an explanation. 

_“Excuss me,” said Mr. Morris, “but I 
have just thought of something which is 
almost tou funny to be described. It is 
one of the most ridiculous things in my 
experience. 

“You know that Douglas, like many 
great statesmen of his day, sometimes 
drank to excess, and in his frolics with the 
boys forgot all about senatorial dignity. 


“In 1859, about a year before you heard 
the famous senator, I was taking a trip 
through Illinois with my brother, James 
A., the head of this office. 

“We stopped at a smull town where 
Douglas was booked for a debate with a 
prominent republican leader. Crowds of 
people were there from a distance, anid 
everybody wanted to hear the tWo ora- 
tors. 

“Knowing the convivial habits of the 
democratic champion, several republicans 
showed him unusual courtesy, their 
scheme being to get him boozy enough to 
make an ass of himself.

“But they were dealing with a man who 
was not easily caught in that way. 

‘He was then in his yprime—a masgnifi- 
cent specimen of physical manhood—and 
he could drink heavily without being vis- 
ibly affected. 7 

“The s€nator spent an hour or two 
drinking with his companions, and then 
declined to take another glass, promising 
to see them later. 

“The hour arrived fur the debate, and 
the schemers, who had loaded their guest 
with nearly a quart of whisky, gazed at 
him in astonishment when he took his 
place on the platform, and was introduced 
to the crowd. 


“He was then the idol of his party in the 
west, and he looked every inch a senator. 

“Never had he shown himself more com- 
pletely the master of the situation, He 
was at his best, self-poised and perfectly 
equipped. His opponert made an able 
speech, but Dougias overwhelmed him 
with an array of unanswerabie facis and 
argumenis. 

“He was dignified and courteous, and 
every effort failed to ratile or disturb 
him. 

“It was the general verdict that the 
democratic orator had won new laurels in 
a decisive victory over the repubiican. 
Hundreds of men crowded around] the 
senator to congratulaie him.

Pennsylvania Politics Described. 

Philadelphia Press: The information, which 
is well authenticated, that mermibers of the leg- 
islature have been sounded as to the possibility 
of getting votes enough to elect Governor Stone 
to the United States senate at an extra session, 
will surprise no one who has a knowledge of 
existing political conditions in Pennsylvania. 
In plain terms it is a recognition of the fact 
that Mr. Quay cannot be re-elected and that 
his day is gone. 

It is no secret that for several years the 
crowd of self-seckers who have been doing 
work for Mr. Quay have confederated chiefly 
for their own personal interests. They have 
been for Mr. Quay because he has been for 
them. He has taken care of them at the pub- 
lic expense. He has made one governor, an- 
other attorney general, another United States 
senator, and another has what is regarded as 
the fat office of insurance commissioner. Mr. 
Quay alone of all the combination has nothing 
at this time, and no prospects. The hench- 
men have substantially become the bosses. 
They have been doing the active work of the 
machine, and many of the candidates for the 
legislature stypposed to be for Quay are for him 
only by the consent*of the Durham-Stone-Elkin- 
Penrose combination. They have persistently 
worked to make the organization oné person- 
ally attached to themselves, and whfth they 
and not Mr. Quay could control. 

The fact that they are all in positions of 
more or less power and Mr. Quay alone of the 
machine outfit has nothing is a natural result 
of the machine methods for which Mr. Quay 
is himself responsible. When he began to work 
himself into the control of the machine he 
took every precaution to put aside those who 
had been the personal supporters of the Cam- 
erons. He had use only for those whose first 
obedience was to him personally, and he worked 
this so consistently that when Thomas V. 
Cooper went out of the state chairmanship with 
the campaign of 1888 about the last of Cam- 
eronism disappeared from the organization, and 
it was necessary thereafter for Cameron to look 
to Quay for his favors. It was Quay who 
made Cameron's re-election possible in 1891, 
and it was Quay who superseded Cameron with 
Penrose tn 1897, when Cameron was helpless. 

Those who have been employed by Mr. Quay 
in his political system have been working the 
same method on him. He could not well get 
along without them, though they were an of- 
fense to the party in general, and while he was 
in power they could not well get along without 
him. Now that he is out, however, with no 
future prospects, and they are all enjoying 
places, they are prepared to take hold for them- 
selves. They would be only too willing to have 
iovernor Stone elected to the United’ States 
senate, because he is now more a part of 
their immediate organization than of Mr. 
Quay’s. They are so confident of their own 
strength as against that of their late master 
that they have given him notice that they 
would not yield to an effort on his part to 
elect Henry W. Oliver to the senate. And 
this is a repetition of their tactics in 1897, 
when the election of Penrose was forced upon 
the legislature. 

For all there ts In the present situation Mr. 
Quay has no one but himself to blame. He 
has made the machine and its mercenaries 
what they are, and it is merely retributive 
justice that he should suffer the consequences, 
He will have leasure to watch the wild ride 
of the henchmen he has elevated to place and 
who are now in the saddle.

On the return of James Whitcomb Riley 
to Indianapolis after his visit to Georgia, 
where he was the guest of Joe] Chandler 
Harris, in this. city, The Indlanapolig 
News has the following to say: 

“James Whitcomb Riley came here yes- 
terday morning from a three weeks’ trip 
in the south, The union station was 
crowded with Sunday excursionists, many 
of whom recognized him as he got off the 
train. They were jostling and pushing 
forward to feach the gate, but a broad 
aisle was made for the poet, and every 
one stepped back until he had passed 
through. Riley seemed to appreciate the 
token of respect, and hig face was beam- 
ing. 

“The first week of his trip was spent in 
Augusta, Ga., at the Bon Alr hotel, much 
frequented during the winter by New 
York and New England people, but at this 
time almost deserted. Riley secluded him- 
self and saw practically mo one except 
the poet, William Hamilton Hayne, who 
lives at Augusta. The two had many 
talks, chiefly about the literature of the 
south, and the work which Hayne’s fath- 
er, Pau] Hamilton Hayne, and Sidney La- 
nier had done, in both of whom Riley 
has long been interested, Augusta is in 
the midst af a fine pine tree district, and 
the bronchial trouble affecting Riley's 
voice rapidly disappeared. He had a num- 
ber of invitations to read before Augusia 
audiences, but these were declined. 

“From Augusta he went to Atlanta, Ga., 
to visit Joe] Chandler Harris—‘Uncle Re- 
mus.’ Harris is such ah eccentric man 
that his own townspeople hardly know 
him when he appears in the streets, and 
this invitation to Riley is one of the few 
he has given to his home. He never ac- 
cepts invitations fromy Aftlanta people, 
and his home life is a great mystery to 
them. Thomas B. A:drich went from New 
. ork to Atlanta to see Harris, a few years 
ago, but he returned with his mission un- 
accomplished. When Riley was in At- 
lanta, two years ago, to give a reading, 
Harris went to hear him, and it wag the 
first time he had been to the theater for 
eight years. The invitation to Riley was 
given then. 

“Harris lives in the West End of the 
city, in & little cottage nestled away 
among the trees, and it {s said that the 
mocking bird sings a little more sweetly 
there than in any other place else in the 
south. He has two sons who are on The 
Atlanta Constitution, one city editor, and 
the other as night city editor, and he him- 
self writes daily editoria’s for the paper. 
But he does all his writing at home, and 
the fewspaper people know ag little about 
him as his neighbors. Riley and he took 
daily excursions to The Constitution 
office, when Harris took his work down, 
but most of the time was spent on the 
broad. veranda of the Harrig home, where 
the whole family gathered to hear thé 
flow of wit and genial humor, Harris 
said, as Mr. Riley was departing, that 
there had been more laughter in his house 
in those two weeks than in any whole 
year. A literary friend who met him and 
4arris there sald that the Indiana poet 
had pever appeared toy depart 60 entirely 
from his habitua! reticence, and to be in 

4 “ne humor, while Harris seemed 
to be a different man, with a cordiality of 
manner foreign to his general character. 

“One of the few persons admitted to see 
the visitor was Frank L. Stanton, the 
poet. He, with Riley and Harris, took 
frequent drives and walks into the coun- 
try, from which they would return almost 
tired out from laughter, as each would 
vie with the other in humorous stories 
and repartee. Stanton lives in the same 
street in Atlanta with Harris, and Harris 
claims to have discovered him. Saturday, 
the day of Riley’s departure from At 
lanta, Stanton had a poem in The Con- 
stitution on the subject. 

“Riley will remain in the city ten days, 
when he will leave for the northwest to 
give readings at Minnedpolis, St. Paul, 
Dulutg and Madison, Wis. He will be 
gone a week, and will then come pack to 
spend the summer in Indianapolis. He is 
at work on a new book of short poems, 
which will probably be ready for publica- 
tion ear.y in the winter. Hig friends have 
been under the impression that he did no 
work last winter, during his long illness, 
but it seems that he spent many nights 
at his desk, when he was supposed to 
have been in bed. The new book will con- 
sist of a number of poems written during 
that time. He is now in the best of 
health, with hig voice in better condition 
than in years.”’

NO CLUE FOR POLICE TO WORK ON 


Tn Addition to the Diamonds, a Num- 
ber of Rings of Less Value 
Were Taken—Family Re- 
tired at the Usual 
Hour. 


The home of Mr. and Mrs. J. S. Ogles- 
by, at 188 Washington street, was entered 
by robbers shortly before daybreak yes- 
terday mornihg’and diamonds amounting 
in value to $2,000 were taken from a jew- 
elry case in a room where a member of 
the family was sleeping. 

The diamond robbery was to all appear- 
tnces one of the most skillfully planned 
and succesfully executed in all the crim- 
inal history of Atlanta, for as to the 
identity of the men or their number there 
is not a clew to be found. 

The house was «ntered at a front win- 
dow, which was found open when an in- 
vestigation following the “discovery of 
the loss was made. Not a track on the 
carpets of the hall or bed room was to 
be found—nothing of a tangible nature 
whatever to give a clew upon which to 
work to the police. 

The haul, which is estimated to amount 
to fully $2,000 in jewelry, included one 
pair of diamond earrings, a solftaire dia- 
monds, @ marquise diamond ring, a dia- 
mond ring, a ring set with two large dia- 
mond horseshoe, a diamond necklace and 
a diamond sunburst. 

The jewelry case was deposited In a 
bureau drawer of a sleeping room on the 
first floor of the house, and had the slight- 
est noise been made by the daring rob- 
bers as they ex> uted their work it 
would have aroused Mrs, J. G. Oglesby, 
who had retired in that room for the 
night. 

The city police were notified of the 
rotbery early yesterday morning and the 
case is now being worked on by them, but 
so far, it is learned, With no result. The 
officers employ 2d cn the case are satis- 
fed that the work was dene by more than 
on? man and that they are not ordinary 
house thieves, but experts, who in some 
manner became informed of the loca- 
tion of the jewelry case and confined 
themselves alone to that article. 

The family, which consists of Mr. and 
Mrs. J. G. Oglesby, their daughter and 
J. G. Oglesby, Jr., retired at the usual 
hour Tuesday evening. The windows in 
the front portion of the house were all 
shut, and apart from Lis usual custom, 
Mr. Oglesby, wlio was feeling ill, retired 
to a room on the second floor. The mys- 
tery is deepened by the fact that the dia- 
mond robbers should have selected the 
very night for their work on which the 
owner of the house was sleeping on the 
second floor. 

The discovery of the cmpty jewelry box 
on the bureau after the family had risen 
for the morning was the first information 
of any kind that the house had received 
a nocturnal visitor. With the diamonds 
mentioned already were taken a number 
of gold rings and trinkets set with stones 
of less value, but beyond the jewelry 
nothing else was missing, not even the 
silverware in the dining room across the 
hall. The open front window on the 
south side of the entrance together with 
the open drawer of the bureau left torn 
up by the hurried search were all that 
told of how the jewelry had been stolen. 

The police of the city are working 
quietly on the case and refuse to say 
anything in regard to it. They voice the 
opinion, however, that it is one of the 
most daring and successful robberies ever 


committed in the city.

Ordinary W. H. Hulsey yesterday an- 
nounced the managers, clerks and polling 
places for the reformatory piQ:on election, 
which ceccurs on the same day as the 
white primary, May I5th. 

The reformatory election will be sepa- 
rate and distinct from the vrimary and 
separate pollitg places and ballot bc xes 
have been provided for this election. But 
the polling places for ‘he reformatory 
election will be located near the poclling 
booths of the primary election for the 
convenience of voters who desire to take 
part in both elections. 

The countv commissioners have selected 
the city polling places for the election 
and turned the list over to the ordinary 
yesterday morning. The appointment of 
managers and clerks was not completed 
until vesterday afternoon. 

All who registered up to the evening of 
April 30th are qualified to vote in the re- 
formatory election. Both white and col- 
ored citizens are to take part. The ballots 
as provided by law must bear the words 
“Bor Reformatory Prison” and ‘Against 
Reformatory Prison,’’ the voter scratch- 
ing out one or the other as he desires to 
vote. 

When the registration books at the 
county tax collector's office closed on the 
night of the 30th of last month nearly 
10,000 had registered and were qualified 
to take part in the reformatory prison 


election.

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The “Good Fellow Girl’—A 
Product of New Social Customs 


On the subject of the type the ‘good 
fellow girl,”’ recognized as a product of 
what is known as the new social cus- 
toms, there is a great diversity of opinion 
in The New York World of Sunday. Ex- 
Senator John J. Ingalls leads off in a 
discussion on the subject as follows: 

“The doctrines of female suffrage and 
the equality of the sexes are undermining 
the foundations of our social structure. 
Their advocates call it reform. It seems 
more like revolution. They are substi- 
tuting the hotel and the club for the 
home. comradeship for marriage and bo- 
hemianism for domestic life. With 
wealth, leisure and luxury, they are es- 
tablishing a social code that demands 
fidelity only to those who are faithless 
and that forgives everything in a woman 
except old-fashioned goodness. 

“The: recent records of the divorce 
courts in New York and all our great 
cities justify the apprehension that quite 
as many of the fair sex are unjustly sus- 
rected on innocence as are falsely ac- 
cused of wrong-doing. It is commonly 
said that the world is growing bettcr. 
Probably it is—in spots. There are many 
good people who pay titles of anise atone- 
ment and contrition Sunday and forget 
the weightier matters of the law every 
other day in the week. 

“Universities, colleges, libraries and 
museums are endowed by contributions to 
the conscience fund from the deathbed 
repentance of contrite pirates and extor- 
tloners who, having burned the candle 
of mammon oll their lives. blow the snuff 
in the face of the Lord. This is morally 
the most corrupt and greedy age since 
Nero played first violin at the burning of 
Rome. 

“Those who have seen the frescoes and 
sculptures of Pompei can comprehend why 
that composite heap was buried under the 
cinders and ashes of Vesuvius; why the 
site of Sodom and Gomorrah {is forgotten; 
why ancient Corinth was despoiled and its 
inhabitants extirpated. There was no 
other medicine for such depravity and 
degradation. Most travelers who know 
the ginmills of London by sight and have 
walked the Strand after nightfall, or have 
visited the Moulin Rouge or witnessed 
the viciousness of Berlin and Vienna and 
Venice, know that every capital in Europe 
can give odds to Pompeli and Corinth. 

“A fatal contagion infects our society 
and portends individual degeneration and 
national decay. No nation can long sur- 
vive a loss of moral integrity or the sanc- 
tity of the home. No one can observe 
without elarm the invasion of our country 
by this foreign pestilence and the amaz- 
ing changes that are going on in the social 
condition. A deluge of French and Eng- 
lish sewage is polluting Uterature, art 
and the stage. Plays glorifying infidelity, 
making marriage a jest and sneering at 


‘virtue as rustic prudery are supplemented 


by numberless sex and problem novels 
that treat natvre’s holiest mysteries with 
the brutal candor of the clinic and the 
dissectine table. Eager, thronging mul- 
titudes listen to such plays as ‘The Degen- 
erates,’ ‘Sapho’ and ‘The Turtle.’ ”’

of Cross of Honor 


To the President and Daughters of the Chap- 
ter of the U. D. C.—Laties. Finding that the 
directions for the presentatisn of the cross of 
honor to the veterans of the confederate army 
are not fully understood, I shall endeavor, with 
your permission, to explain to you the mode 
of proceeding: 

|. The chapter will obtain from the com- 
manders of the camps the ‘‘muster roll’’ and a 
list of the veterans recommended as being in 
good standing. Next the daughters will pro- 
ceed to ‘ook up the veterans who are not 
members, for it is tha earnest desiro of the 
United Daughters of the Confederacy that not 
one veteran who did his duty and has kept 
faithful to his cause should be neglected, how- 
ever poor or obscuse hs niay now be. As 
many of our brave soldiers are living in out 
of the way places, too poor or ton old to be 
aware of the movements of the cities, it is 
the duty of the daughters to inform them. “ 

2. Having obtained these l'sts, the president 
of each chapter will write to Mra Hickman, 
| recording secretary, for the number of cer- 
tificates and blanks she may require, stating 
the number for members of camps and the 
number fo: non-members. 

3. Having had these certificates filed and 
attested, the prcsidcent will send to the cus- 
todian her own certificate giving the number 
of crosses she requires, inclosing a @raft or 
check for the amount, accompanied by the 
properly executed certificates. The custodian 
will then immediately forward the crosses. 

I trust that the foregoing explanation is per- 
fectly simple, Hka many other things when 
understood. <As custolian I am at all times 
at the vervice of the Daughters of the Con- 
federacy and of the Veterans of the Confed- 
erate Army. I shall be most happy to answer 
all inquiries, but inquiries require letters which 
mean delay. We do not wish to linger on our 
work for the “‘Old Reaper’ does not. Let us 
pay cur tribute to a great cause while we 
ray. I am tempted to say I envy you your 
task, while I sit behind the scenes working 
the machinery at ycur command, you have the 
delight of presenting the token of love and 
reverence; of seeing the pleasure with which 
it will be received; of hearing I doubt not 
many @ pathetic stury of patriotism and suf- 
fering. 

I rejasst your strict attention to the above 
Suggestions as tu proceedings, not only to 
avoid delay, but also that my strength Is 
finite, while the number of letters I receive is 
infinite, so I fear some of my currespondents 
may think themselves neglected. Much as- 
sistance will be given in keeping a record if re- 
cordiiz secretaries will take the numbers of 
each certificate and mame of the veteran to 
whom the cross will be presented. Also I sug- 
gest that the presidents place these certificates 
in strong envelopes to seni by post. I do 
not finc it necessary to express them, as if 
clearly addressed they are safe. Of course 
this is a mere suggestion made to save the 
chapters expense. I trust each president will 
do as she thinks best.
